decision has been reached by 
the player as yet. 

Bracknell have not been 
having a good season by their 
standards. Last term they won 
the Spartan League Cup and 
also the J. J. Duke Cup — a 
trophy played for by the 
League and Cup champions. 
This. season they have shown 
none of their form of old. 


Wanderers are expected to _ 


make one change from the side 
that has scored no less than 16 
goals in their last three outings.
